NORWEGIANS IN THE NEW WORLD

“Land of milk and honey”’ 
(Landet flot ar melk og honning)

At this 
family camp our oldest registrant 
was Bert Dirdal, 76, from Outlook, 
Sask., and our youngest was Kristof- 
fer Johnson, 5 months, from Edmon- 
ton. 

THE CROSSING 

Taking note of the theme, we 
decided to start at The Crossing 
-with the first wave of emigration to 
America in 1825. Cleeng Peerson 
from Haugesund, the ‘‘father of im- 
migration’’ was most ifnluential; he 
left a year ahead to arrange for land 
in ‘‘the promised land” - ‘‘the land of 
gold”’. 

The emigrants had to equip 
themselves completely for the entire 
journey - with non-perishables like 
dried pork or mutton, salted meat

and herring, dried peas, grains, flat- 
bord, cheese, sour milk and beer. 
They took sheepskin coverlets and 
blankets, spinning wheels, iron grid- 
dles, harnesses and numerous other 
articles. On July 4, 1825, they were 
finally ready. 

RENOVATED HERRING BOAT 

The ‘’Restauration’’ was a 38-ton 
sloop, 54 feet by 16 feet. It was 
originally a herring boat but had been 
renovated to make the trip: 

Feelings were mixed on departure 
-sadness at leaving loved ones to go 
so far away, and hope about pro- 
spects on the other side of the 
water. 

Sunday after breakfast we 
recreated the ‘’Restauration’’ leav- 
ing Norway. Passengers were in 
pioneer dress and represented the 
51 who originally left. The 18-foot 
sketched-out sloop (supported by 
Markus Paulson and _ Ole 
Olvalmestav) was only ¥% of the

A NEWSPAPER CLIPPING FROM 
THE EDMONTON JOURNAL 

| am writing to ask if there is 
anyone who could get me in touch 
with my father’s brother or some of 
his relatives. My father’s brother's 
name is Carl Viggo Pedersen, born on 
April 14, 1906 in Landsgrav, son of 
carpenter Carl Pedersen and his wife 
Anna. He moved from Denmark to 
Canada in 1928. The first place he 
found work was in Saskatchewan, 
where he worked for a Dane by the 
name Soren Jensen. In 1929 he liv- 
ed with another Dane called Rasmus 
Moller.

ONE DIFFICULTY AFTER ANOTHER 

The story of the Atlantic crossing 
quicly became a folk tale. One dif- 
ficulty followed another! As the 
sloop entered a small English port 
they sold brandy - a forbidden com- 
modity - and were quickly deported. 
Later they fished a drifting barel con- 
taining maderia wine out of the 
ocean and drank so much of it that 
the boat drifted into the part of Fun- 
chal unattended; it was almost 
disposed of as a nuisance ship until 
voices were heard aboard. 

On landing at New York on Oc- 
tover 9, 1825, they ran afoul of 
American law; the ship was im- 
pounded and a fine of $3,000 was 
levied. A New York Quaker came to 
the rescue by putting up bond money 
for them, and a petition was granted 
by them - President John Quincy

Adams. 

They were able to sell the boat for 
only $400. - a great deal less than 
they had expected - and again the 
Quaker stepped in and provided 
money for travel and land purchases. 


PARADE 

The Syttende Mai parade took 
place at noon. Everyone lined up, 
each holding a Norwegian or Cana- 
dian flag, and marched in a proces- 
sion about the grounds led by Harry 
Huser playing his fiddle. Thelma 
Dorin read the proclamation, and 
while the flag was being raised ‘‘Ja! 
vi elsker’’ was sung in unison, 
followed. by shouts of ‘‘hurrah’’! 

Pastor Emil Dorin gave a_ ser- 
monette - this being Sunday and the 
Norwegians of that day being very 
religious and having placed their faith 


and trust in God when they began 
their journey with all its uncertain- 
ties; bibles were one of their most 
precious possessions. This was 
followed by the customary bord bon 
(table grace). 
ARRIVAL AT NEW YORK 

The ‘‘Restauration’s’’ adventures 
were picked up again at noon and 
after the festive Syttende Mai supper 
meal the enactment of its arrival at 
New York took place. Cleeng Peer- 
son (Danny Lien), who had already 
affected American ways, welcomed 
the passengers dressed in a deerskin 
jacket and coon cap. The population 
had been increased by one when a 
baby girl was born aboard the boat. 
They baptized her Margaret Allen 
-not even a Norwegian name. 
NEW FRONTIERS 

Monday was devoted to ‘’New 
Frontiers’. Now began the very hard 
work 


in extremely difficult — cir- 


cumstances. Cleeng Peerson had ar- 
ranged for a purchase of land - some 
as. cheap as $10 for an entire 
homestead. 

First these pioneers had to have a 
roof over their heads. Tents or one- 
room shacks were built of available 
timber and cracks filled with mud. It 
was not unusual to find frost on the 
bed-clothes and water pails frozen 
solid. 

They suffered many, many hard- 
ships - pestilence, hail, floods, prairie 
fires, drought, blizzards, wild 
animals, and as well there were the 
Indians to contend with. 

Everyone was poor, but most 
managed to eat; clothing was hand- 
made after the fabric had first been 
woven. Other than Cleeng Peerson, 
they spoke no english. Since they 
could not return to Norway, they 


adapted. They found that America 
was large and plenty of land was 
available, but that hard work was the 
only way to make a living. Many 
worked out on farms to get a Start. 


PASTOR’S STORY 

This is a pastor's favorite story. 

A pastor who was plentifully sup- 
plied with rabbit on his menu decided 
to give his landlady a gentil hint that 
he was beginning to tire of it. The 
next time he was invited to say 
grace, he said it this way: 

For rabbit roasted and rabit fried, 

For rabbit cooked and rabbit dried, 

For rabbit young and rabbit.old, 

For rabbit hot and rabbit cold, 

For rabbit tender and rabbit tough, 

We thank thee Lord, we have 
enough. 

Nevertheless they were thankful 
for the rabbits - especially in winter 


when many a settler would have 


starved without them. 
CAMPERS THANKFUL 

Tollhaugen campers Were also 
thankful for their lobscouse (a stew 
originating in Viking days). There 
were butter-making demonstrations 
and progressive displays could be 
viewed from day to day in the Craft 
Hall. Even our mascots - Sven and 
Turi - proved to be photogenic. 
Throughout the day we sang ‘‘Hils 
fra mig der hjemme’”’. 

After supper what could have been 
more relevant to frontier life than a 
soup made from a nail? Ruth Wiebe 
and Knut Haga depicted “‘Fanten og 
kjorene”’ vividly. Both got more than 
they bargained for! ‘‘Spikker 
Suppe”’. 

GOOD IMMIGRANTS 

The Norwegians were recognized 

in America as ‘‘the good 


immigrants’’. These land-seeking 
Vikings settled in without disturbing 
their neighbours; they melded into 
the backbreaking life of the pioneer- 
ing Americans, practising their 
religion and traditional customs. In 
time they prospered in all levels of 
life - farming, carpentry, forestry, 
railroading, and the professional and 
business worlds. They had an inten- 
sity of purpose, sturdiness of 
character, and willingness to 
sacrifice - qualities which overcame 
many hardships. What better 
heritage could we of the second and 
third generation have inherited? We 
can all be proud of our Norwegian 
heritage. 


PERMANENT HOME 

Tuesday we dwelt on Heritage 
Awareness. It took the Norwegians 
years to settle in. However, they 
came with the idea of accepting 
America as their permanent home, 
for better or for worse, and generally 
they took an active interest in public 
affairs. They retained a sentimental 
interest in the land of their birth, but 
soon thought of themselves as Cana- 
dians or Americans. They learned to 
love their new country where they 
were free and independent. 

The Norwegians usually settled in 
communities thereby overcoming 
many obstacles. They had ties of 
ancestry, culture, language and 
religion. Being in a group gave them 
a sense of belonging and a feeling of 
security in sharing a common 
heritage and mutual aspirations. 

The Luthéran Chruch offered 
spiritual life and nuture, so it was 
natural that establishing the church 
took first priority in the new land; it 
became a centre for ethnic and social 
activities. Schools were also first 
started in the church - completely in 
Norwegian. 

Sangerfests were formed and 


NORWEGIANS IN 


were very popular - singing the songs 
from their own dear homeland. 
Gradually Norwegian newspapers 
came to be printed, circulating news 
about their people and news of Nor- 
ways; ‘‘Nordmans Forbundet’’ and 
“‘Norrona”’ are still in existence. 

Bydelags were very popular, the 
strongest being Rogaland, Telemark 
and Hallingal. People from certain 
areas with the same dialect, custom, 
songs, music and tradition would get 
together and make each other's ac- 
quaintance. 

MORE IMMIGRATION 

By the end of the 1800's immigra- 
tion had increased and Norwegians 
became more numerous. With the 
increase in numbers the swing 
toward fraternities began; the first 
one was formed in Brooklyn in 1879, 
and by 1913 there were 81 orders 
encompassing 3,500 people. 

The first Sons of Norway started in 
1890 for the purpose of creating and 
preserving interest ‘in Norwegian 
heritage and language, as well as 
providing insurance benifits. By 
1973 there were 200 lodges with 
90,000 members. Each’one has 
chosen its own name and designed 
its own programe. 

In the early 1900's special atten- 
tion was given to promoting 
Norwegian culture through, schools. 
In Alberta, Camrose Lutheran Col- 
lege was begun in 1916; in Saskat- 
chewan, Outlook College was 
started in 1911. The Norwegian fill- 
ed with the optomistic spirit of the 
West, were determined to have 
Christian Norwegian schools for their 
youth, their main aims bieng to build 
true Christian character, preserve 
their mother tongue, and mould good 
Canadian citizens.

Norwegian Ways. Norwegians were 
making quite an impact on the 
American and Canadian way of life; 
their cultural distinctivness was not 
only tolerated, but was regarded as 
desirable and worth preserving. This 
» can be seen in such things as 
literature, music, art and sport: 

Henrik Ibsen's (the Norwegian 
Shakespeare) plays such as ‘‘Doll’s 
House”’, ‘‘Master Builder’’, and 
“‘Hedda Gabler’’ have not only been 
presented at theaters and been made 
into movies, but have been dramatiz- 
ed on T.V. time again. Edvard 
Grieg’s beautifuly classical music is 
often heard. 

Rosemaling and wood-carving 
have crept into our society, and 
Norwegian needlework and knitwear 
are prevalent. 

And skiing was born in Norway, 
where technique, equipment and ski- 
wear originated. More displays 
depicting this were added in the 
Craft Hall. 

And where -did the smorgasbord 
originate? It started hundreds of 
years ago when Norsmen Travelled 
long distances to attend weddings, 
funerals, or public functions. As 
they planned to stay for at least a 
few days, they took food along with 
them and put it on a common table. 


MIDSUMMER’S NIGHT 

Thursday we recreated on aspect 
of Norwegian Ways - St. Hans Fest 
-when Norwegians celebrate the 
return of the summer solstice on 
June 24. This is a time to celebrate 
light, and no wonder - in some parts 
of Norway there is almost total 
darkness in winter!
